THREATEN WAR | 
INVOLVING LIFE! 


Roused By Mrs. Pankhurst’s Sen- 
tence, Militant Leaders Declays 
War to the Bitter End 


ANNIE KINNEY MAKES 
INDIGNANT APPEAL 


Will English Women, She Asks, 
Sit Like Sheep With Mrs. Pank- 
hurst in Prison? 


London, April 3—The sentence of 
three Years penal servitude imposed [| 
Emmeline Pankhurst, the | 
leader of the militant suffragettes, for 
inciting her followers to destroy pro- 
perty, has aroused the militants to 
fury and they threaten etrong repris- 
ais. When sentence was pronounced 
by the judge, Sir Charles Montague 
Lush, in the Old Balley sessions today, 
Mrs. Pankburst, although her face 
blanched, showed as defiant an atti- 
tude as ever, declaring that she would 
fight to the end. 

Une of the militant ieaders, in an- 
nouneing the intentions of the suffra- 
gettes, went so far as to say that even 
human life would no longer bo res- 
pected. In London, Glasgow and oth- 
er places throughout the country en- 
thusiastic meetings were held tonight 
and every mention of Mrs, Pankhurst 
brought forth joud cheera 


Promise An Active Fight. 


Those who are to carry on the fight 
during the leader's” incarceration, 
which nobody believes will be for 
long, breathed defiance to the govern- 
ment and promised the fight would be 
waged more furiously than ever. One 
of the leaders, whose name is sup- 
pressed, gave out the following state- 
ment ; 

“Human iife is now in perll, for we 
have no jonger to respect it and trou- 
ble of all sorts must be faced.” 

This statement did not cause sur- 
prise, for the women, who at first only 
set fire to unoccupied houses, have 
made attempts in the last few daye 
against occupied residences, While 
the speekerg at the public ‘nectings 
did not go so far as the anonymous 
leader, they promised that the agita- 
tion would be very actively conduct- 
ed, and appealed to the women to 
show their indignation at the sent- 
ence by some definite deed. Threats 
of this kind made by Miss Annie Ken- 
ney, at London, found an echo at 
Glasgow, Where Mrs. Johns, one of 
the most militant among the suff—n-' 
gettes, declared that the militancy 
of the past would be “the merest pin 
pricks to what would happen almost 
at once ull over the country.” 

She aeseribed what the women in- 
tended to do as “the coming reign of 
terror,” and said that it was left for 
those on the outside to go on with the 
militant tactics. 

Other women declared that what 
would do more than “stagger humani- 
ty.” 


Scotland Yard on Warpath, 

Scotland Yard, aroused by the 
threats of the women, has sent out 
warnings to owners and tenants of 
property of possible developments and 
the police everywhere are taking un-, 
usual precautions. } 

In closing a meeting held under the 
auspices of the Women's Social and 
VPelitical union tonight, Annic Kenney 
appealed to those who were indign- |

Is Only Fanning the Flames. 
Miss Kenney, who presidec, 
dered if the Judge in summing up rea- 
lized that instead of stopping the agi- 
tation to win the vote he was only 
fanning the flames. “Do they think,” 
she asked, “that because Mrs, Punk- 
hurst is in prison, the women are Ko- 
ing to sit down like a flock of sheep

untii she comes out? Militanecy will 
go on and it will become more fur- 


jous than ever.” 

The speaker belabored the govern- 
ment ard said if Mrs. Pankhurst were 
sent to Holloway jail for what was 
called “inciting her followers to des- 
troy property,” Sir Edward Carson, 
Fr. BE. Smith and other Ulsterites and 
Unionists ought to be sent to Penton- 
ville, for they had not only incited 
their followers in Ulster to destroy 
property, but also life, Pentonville is 
the prison to Which those guilty of 
the more serious crimes are sent 

Miss Kenney said that the prosecut- 
or had tattered them when he declar- 
ed that the actions of the women 
were becoming intolerable, for that is 
what they intended to make them. 
The women’s Social and Political un- 
ion would send a message to the gov- 
ernment unless their leader was re- 
leased and the other suffrage prison- 
ers let out of jail, the militants would 
go from bad to worse |
